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Milk Producers Want Protection. 
The Mercer and Bucks County Milk 


Producers' Association met in Masoni 
Hall. Trenton, N. J., last week and dis 
cussed ways and means for providing sora 
protection for the dairyman, who claim 
to be at the mercy of-corporations which 
by charging high prices, have increasec 
the cost of producing milk. The result p 
the meeting may ultimately result i 
keeping up the price of milk in the Tren 
ton market to S cents a quart all -nex 
summer. Several new members joined 
the association. Another meeting will be 
held ne?t Tuesday. 
Henry W. Comfort, of Fallsington, who 


conducts one of the largest dairies in 
Bucks county, in discussing the Present 
condition of the milk business saldi ' The 
object of the Mercer and Backs County 
Milk Producers' Association Is not to ad- 
vance the price of milk, but to provide 
protection for those engaged in the milk 
producing business. The price of milk, 
like any other commodity, ought to be 
regulated by the cost of production. 


"It costs now nearly twenty per cent, 


more to produce milk than It did a few 
years ago.

Last year we 
lad a summer so hot as to break the 
ecords of the Weather Bureau, and yet 
be past summer the countrymen were 
saying that "the climate was changing," 


nd specifically charging that "the sum- 
mers are not what they used to be." 


This is a psychological phenomenon 
imilar to that one which accounts for the

climate 
remains the same, as will be 


jroved by the truthful records of scientific 
irpliances.

period of time, it is found that the frost

Ship- 
ment of merchandise from the United 
States to Porto Rico from January to 
November 1 amounted to $10,000,000, 
against $6,750,000 in tho corresponding 
months of last year. To the Philippines 
tho shipment in these ten months were 
over $4,000,000, against a little over $8,- 
000,000 in the corresponding months oi 
last year, and $2,750,000 in the cor- 
reHponding months of 1900. 


Imports from Porto Rico to the United 


States were nearly $9,000,000 for those 
ten 
months against six and one-half 


millions last year, while tbe renaipts from 
the Philippines wore over $7,000,000.

THE MONROE DOCTRINE. 


ITS APPLICATION 
AS STATED 
BY 
I'KHSIDFNT 


H008E1 ELT. 


So much misapprehension has recently 


been manifested aa to the precise applica- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine to the pres- 
ent Venezuelan situation that it is, per- 
haps, well to give an authoritative and ex- 
haustive statement in President Roose- 
velt's own terms. 
On December 16, 1902, 


the Secretary of State sent to the German 
Ambassador at Washington the following: 


Memorandum. 


Department of State. 


Washington, December 16, 1902. 


Tho 
President, 
in his message on 


December 3, 1901, used the following 
language: 


"The Monroe Doctrine is a declaration 


that there must be no territorial aggran- 
dizement by any non-American power at 
the expense of any American power on 
American soil. 
It is in no Rise intended 


as hostile to any 
nation in the Old 


World." 
- The President further said: 


'This doctrine has nothing to do with 


the commercial relations of any American 
power, sine that it in truth allows each of 
them to form such as it desires. . . . We 
do not guarantee any State against pun- 
ishment if it misconducts itself, provided 
that punishment does not take tbe form of 
the acquisition of territory by any non- 
American power," 
' 


His excellency the German Ambassador, 


on his recent return from Berlin, conveyed 
presonally to the President the assurance 
of the German Emperor that his majesty's 
government had no purpose or indention 
to make even the smallest acquisition of 
territory on the South American Conti- 
nent or the isalnde adjacent. 
This volun- 


tary and friendly declaration was after- 
ward repeated by the Secretary of State, 
and was received by the President and the 
people of the United States in the frank 
and cordial spirit in which it was offered. In 
the memorandum of December 11 his ex- 
cellency the German Ambassador repeats 
these assurances as follows: 


"We declare especially that under no 


circumstances do we consider in our pro- 
ceedings the acquisition or permanent 
occupation of Venezuelan territory." 


In the said memorandum of December 


11 tbe German Government informs that 
of tho United States that it has certain 
Just claims-for money and for damages 
wrongfully withheld.from German sub- 
jects by the government of Venezuela, 
and 
tnat it 
proposed to take certain 


coercive 
measures, 
described iti 
the 


memorandum, to enforce the payment of 
these just claims. 


The President of the United States, ap- 


preciating 
the courtesy of the German 


Government in making him acquainted 
with tbe state of affairs referred to, and 
not regarding himself as called upon to 
enter into the consideration of the claims 
in question, believes that no measures will 
be taken in this matter by the agents of 
the German Government which are not in 
acccordance with the well known purpose 
above set forth of his majesty the German 
Emporer. 


While it is not the purpose of the ad- 


ministration to interfere in any way with 
the acts of the allies so long as they re- 
frain from infractions of tbe Monroe Doc- 
trine and confine themselves to coercive 
action short of tbe taking of Venezuelan 
territory, there has been no abandonment 
of the Monroe Doctrine, but that doctrine 
is not to be stretched to afford a shield be- 
hind which Venezuela or any other South 
or Oentral American republic can take 
refuge to evade its debts or international 
obligations. A notable precedent in fur- 
nished by the declaration of Secretary 
Olney in big dispatch of July 20, 1895, on 
the Venezuelan boundary dispute, when 
be said: 


It (the Monroe Doctrine) does not 


establish any general protectorate by the 
United States over other American States. 
It does not relieve any American State 
from its obligations as fixed by interna- 
tional law, nor prevent 
any European 


power directly interested from enforcing 
such obligations or from Initiating merited 
punishment for the breach of them,
